In other words it is feared that 
a disrcplutable element would control the 
convention and play eternal smash witb 
every reoogniz=d principle of Ifiw, justice, 
aad governmental policy by the framing of 
an instrument belter fitted perhaps for the 
government of an association of thieves, 
than for fcUe constitutional regulation o£ a 
sovereign Stale of lha Amttrioan Union.

They will then have their choice, 
whether to avail themselves of the means 
afforded to remedy the evil, or permit it to 
continue until it dies a natural death, 
mingling its groans with these of an ex- 
piring S:att-hood. If they fail to adopt the 
only means of relief when foruishtd the 
opportunity, we will become a most unwill- 
ing convert to the opinion of those who 
baliave them lo bo incapable of such dis- 
crimination as won Id insure a respectable 
and intelligent assemblage for the purpose 
of revising the organic hw. 


THE STATE GOVERNMENT. 


The following sensible article is from 


the Silver State: For years the Silver 
State has ass rted that Nevada o;uU not 
maintain its present State Government 
only until the school fund is exhausted. 
It has argued in vain for a Constitutional 
Convention to devise a cheaper method of 
government, or the annexation of Idaho or 
Utah to Nevada. Articles from General 
B. M. Clarke and others, showing the 
absolute n: ocssily of revising the Oonhtitii- 
tion, have, from time to time, been pub- 
lished in its columns for the last ten yearp, 
only to ba derided by the mutual admira- 
tion clique of tmill politicians, who hivt! 
bees robbing the t»x piytra of siity or 
seventy thousand dollars at every session 
of thn legislature, under the pretense of 
legislating for the Sut?. This clique has 
not passed an act in ten yearn, that has 
benefited 
tho 
State 
or 
tax 
payerR, 


one-tenth the expert?* of a session of the 
Legislature. Its great ambition was to pass 
special lures to increase salaries and fees 
and provide pl>ice.i for favorites, until to- 
day, thtre ia scarcely a general law, appli- 
cable to nil the counties, on tho statute 
books. 
Stftte officer-:, wish nothing to do, 


huve been provided with deputies, and the 
governments of 'he -15,000 inhabitants of 
the State, oosls about $250,000 a year. 


Now the census returns and the assess- 


ment rolls, phow these political moucte 
banks, that the Stato cannot much longer, 
even by drawing on the school fund, njiiin- 
tiio its present oxpeuaivo government, and 
annexation to Utah or California, or re- 
modeling (be Constitution, so that unnec- 
essary officers can be dispensed witb and 
expent.es reduced, so that taxpayers vill 
not have to pay more on each $109 valua- 
tion of property than the money could be 
loaned nt with good security. 


The party leaders who have been promi- 


nent in shaping legislation for years past, 
and persistently 
refused to reduce the 


number of members of the Legislature, 
and shorten -the sessions, should bn given 
back st-atsin the coming conventions, and 
a Legislature elected th&t will make every 
reduction possible, until tho Constitution 
i i revised.

The San Francisco. Bulletin says the 


House paused, on Saturday, th» compro- 
mise Silver bill by a strict party vote, No 
Democrat votf d for it in the - Senate. 
The bill was signed to-day by the Presi- 
dent. The Democrats in both Houses re- 
fused to aoi-ept anytbingsbort of free coin- 
age. Under present conditions that wonld 
mean that tho owner of bullion could get 
100-C5nt legil tender dollars for 80 cents 
worth of Deliver. 
An arrangement of that 


kind could cot fnil to attract all the loose 
silver of the world to this country. E«e»y 
step of the Wny was encumbered with ab- 
surdities. Oue of the most conspicuous of 
them was that if we bad more silver than 
we now turn out the metal wonld increase 
in vain*. 


There wag evidently more of politics than 


finance in the position assumed by the 
Democrats. They expected to divido the 
Republicans and array one section of them 
against the other. To Democratic politi- 
cians all issues are subordinate to the main 
one—namely, place and power. 
The) will 


use the silver question of any other qnes- 
uon to accomplish their purpoes. Usual!; 
tbt> welfare of the country holds no place 
in their cogitations. They had not EO 
much us beard of the silver problem in 
thtir last National Convention. 
There is 


not a word about the metal in their pint- 
form. Their candidate bad openly conn, 
seled more than ones th« suspension of 
the coinage of the standard dollar. He was 
in such a harry with his scheme that he 
cruld not wait his formal inauguration to 
<?ive words of counsel to Congress on the 
subject. 


It is as snrb as anything can be, that if 


•he R-publicuns in CcngTrSs were in favor 
of free coinnge, the Democrats wonld have 
found reasons lo vote for the proposition 
that has new been carried, resting their 
hopes of ultimate free coinage on interna- 
tional agreemucl. Opinions tit too lightly 
ou modern Democrats lo make them safe 
gnardiaus of the public interests. 
Thny 


rely, for the most part, oa side winds to 
carry them into port. They do not often 
risa above the catchwords of a campaign. 
They nowhere seek to educate, mold, or 
develop public opinion. They 
simply 


sshems nnd can=pirn to get into office, 
using anything that comes to hand, regard- 
less of consequences, to accomplish their 
purpose. 


DEMOCRATIC CRITICS. 


The Democratic papers are greatly trou- 


bled at what, they claim to be an incon- 
sistency between the resolutions adopted 
by the Republican Slate Central Commit- 
tee and the action of our delegation in 
Congress. There was no inconeistsnoy at 
all, nor any conflict between the language 
of the resolution and the action of onr 
Senators and Representative. They all 
stood out for free coinage as long as there 
was any hope for that measure being 
adopted, and by doing so secured the next 
b.'St thing, which was the bill that was 
passed. If they had commenced by ask- 
ing for that, they would doubtless have 
been put off with something lesa. They 
pursued the right policy and succeeded in 
getting morn than almost anybody in 
Nevada expected, and probably more than 
suited a good many Democrats who are 
criticizing their action. 
The Republican 


C.immittte are satisfied; the people gener- 
ally are content, and it is only the dis- 
gruntled Democrats who are unhappy. 
They hoped that the session would close 
without any favorable silver legislation, 
and were bitterly disappointed. And that's 
what the matter witb theee Democratic 
critics, 


Jarjjos Hixon, who fans a good mine in 


Taylor and. bjen working it for ceveral 
years, will shut her down and g'lto Ogden. 
Jim says th« reocot notion of Congress on 
silver compels him, for the present, to seek 
more profitable hu inesa than silver min- 
ing.—White Piae News.

THE: PADRONE SYSTEM. 


A Denial that Italian Slave Labor If in 


Existence In Thla Country. 


The House Committee on Immigration 


Thursday beard a statement by Dr. Verdi 
of this city, Waihington, himself a native 
of Italy, npon the snbjeotof the "Padrone" 
system. His statements mainly were in 
refutation of those made by the preceding 
witnesses 'respecting the existence of a 
system of Italian slave labor in this coun- 
try. 
He lived forty years in the United 


States and never yet found' an Italian 
laborer who worked under a "padrone." 
The Italians were not fools and not to be 
gulled so easily into surrendering them- 
selves voluntarily into slavery. The Italian 
Government appointed a Commission to 
examine the emigration system, and as • 
result a law was passed, wtiicb, while 
recognizing personal rights, guarded against 
unrestricted emigration, assisted by un- 
worthv persons for personal gain. Prohi- 
bition was placed npon the emigration of 
any class of persons whose immigration 
was forbidden by the laws of the country 
to which they sought to go. Italy needed 
all her citizens, and was doing all she 
could to keep them. As a matter of fact, 
for sobrie'y, intelligence and skill, the 
Italians In New York were not » fair 
sample. Representative Gates, who hbs 
been,a member of the Ford Committee 
of the last Congress, said there was little 
doubt that the Italian restrictive law cittd 
by Dr. Verdi, whioh had not been in oper- 
ation before.this year, would be of great 
benefit in preventing the immigration ol an 
undesirable element.
